In response to the Office Action of March 20, 2003, Applicant provisionally elects to 
prosecute Claims directed to Species 1 (Figures 1-2C). Applicant traverses this election requirement 
insofar as the Examiner has now changed his position and has indicated that Claim 1 is no longer 
generic. In fact, this patent application discloses an apparatus for providing retrograde transvenous 
myocardial perfusion. This apparatus is made up jof a number of components, and more than single 
embodiments of certain components are disclosed. However Claim 1 recites the generic apparatus 
and is not specific as to any particular componetit embodiment. Claim 1 is clearly generic to all 
species. Accordingly, Applicant reserves.the right to petition for supervisory review at such time 
as a generic claim is deemed allowable, in the eivent that the Examiner and Applicant's counsel 
disagree as to whether such allowed blaim is generic, .
